The fortunes of war 
cut us down to 5 out of 15—4 of the 
First Contingent and 1 of the Second, 
Enclosed you will find the military 
poss used by me in taking the Poer 
forisoners to Johannesburg, Of lale 
we have been rather disturbed, as 
the Boers under Botha are only 14 
miles from us, and fighting takes 
place every day. Lust night 80 men 
wounded were brought in here which 
makes a total of 175 fer the week, and 
some 15 or 20 killed, among them be- 
ing Dr. Borden’s son and several of- 
ficers. The Boers have become more 
bitter and resort to all kinds of war- 
fare, One poor fellow was hit be- 
tween the eyes with an explosive bul- 
let and had both eyes blown out, and 
is ina very low state. The explosive 
bullet is a terrible one, making 
such a tremendous wound. Yester- 
day we were called to arms no less 
than three times and in the morning 
one of our wounded men on petrol 
was killed and one wounded not three 
miles from us. The Boers lay behind 
& small rise in the ground, and when

SOUTH AFRICAN 
WAR MEDAL. 


Description of the Coveted Decora‘ion 
—[isstatements Corrected 


Returned Canadian soldiers, 
others, no doubt, will be interasted 
in reading the following statement 
(from the Daily Telegraph) describing 
the South Africa war medal ; 

Notwithstanding statements to the 
contrary, the vibbon and medal recog- 
nizing the services of our troops in 
South Afrioa will be issued together, 
not separately, she-tly after the ter- 
mination of the 7 ur. That is the us- 
ual course, and the War Office has 
every intention to follow precedent on 
the «present occasion. As soon as 
peace is declared, an Army Order will 
be promulgated, and a month or gix 
weeks later the coveted award will 
be ready for | distribution. It is 
hoped that circumstances will allow 
the presentation to be mnde by Her 
Majesty the Queen at a review of 
picked men representing all the re- 
giments that have been fighting at 
the front. With regard to both the 
ribbon and the medal, most of the 
published descriptions are extremely 
wide of the mark. 

The ribbon which has been chosen 
is one incl’ and a quarter broad, and 
divided into five horizontal  atripes. 
The broadest stripe in the centre is 
nol khaki colar, as has been stated,

Precautions Taken to Prevent Spread of 
the Maludy—Quarantine Ordered at 
New York, 


Glasgow, Scotland, Sept. 1,—Past 
Assistant Surgeon A. RK. Thomas of 
the United States Marine Hospital 
service, Who is now in this city, will 
investigate the bubonic outbreak here 
and tuke the necessary precautions ip 
regard to oulWard-bound vessels. 

There has been no increase in the 
nutober of cases of the plague in this 
city, and no undue alarm as to the 
spread of the disease is felt. The au- 
thorities ure acting With promptitude 
and are confident of contining the out- 
break within the present scope 

Official Notice, 

Washington, Sept, 1,—The follqw- 
ing cablegrau: was yesterday recejv- 
ed by the Marine Hospital Service: 

“Glasgow, Aug. 31.—TLocal Board 
of Health declares Glasgow infected 
With plague, Eleven cases, and one 
suspicious case in the hospital  to- 
day. (Signed) Thomas.” 

Special Inspeciion of Vessels. 

London, Sept, 1.—The port au- 
authorities of Southampton, Liver- 
pool and elsewhere have already 
started uw special jnspection of ves- 
Sels from the Ulyde. ‘Ihe prices of 
iron have hardened in expectation 
that Spain will immediately enforce 
& Quarantine with the Scotch steel- 
makers by delaying the receipts of 
iron ore 

Quarantine at New York. 

* New York, Sept. 1. — Dr. A. H., 
Doty, health — officer of the port of 
New York, said yesterday that here- 
after all vessels bound from Glasgqw 
to this port would be detained at 
quarantine for a period gf 12 days 
from their embarkation. 

“This length of time,"’ said Dr. 
Doty, ‘js the maximum perjod of jn- 
cubation As there are only twa 
passenger lines plying between this 
port and Glasgow, the work will be 
himplified. The disinfection will de- 
pend largely upon the character of 
the pussengers, Moat of them morely 
go to Glasgow for the purpose of 
embarking, They hurry through the 
city and are little exposed to the 
plague," 

An olficer of the Anchor Line said 
Jesterday that Dr. Doty'’s judgment 
would be relied on implicitly.

The 
fine maples, which were planted some 
years ago, had grown large enough 
to need thinning out by the removal 
of every alternate tree, thus leaving 
room for the others to stretch oul

LINENS, Instead of this there has been cords of 
wood carried away from there, con- 
sisting of some of the largest and fin- 
est limbs from these trees, leaving 
them disfigured and weakened for life. 

Those who were pupils of Mr. Bur- 
don, in old grammer school days, will 
remember the {wo maple trees on the 
Ohurch street line of ‘the grounds, 
which were held as almost sacred. 

Any boy guilty of defacing or injuring 
one of those trees would have felt the 
weight of the tise in a way he would 
not be likely to forget. These were 
not crowded together ads the trees 
now are, but had room to reach out 
to the sun and winds of henven, and 
are still among the finest specimens 
in the town. 

There is nad doubt our shade trees 
need thinning out, but éould not this 
be done in a muth better way, by 

cutting out entire trées wherever ne- 
oessairy, thus leaving room for the ot- 
hers to expand into the beautiful 
shapes intended by nature, instead of 
Suttiog out branches until the trees 
are permanently weakened and 
maimed f / 

Take, far instance, the maples — on 
Bridge St., along the grounds of St. 
‘Thomas’ Church. Is there anything 
ciroament&al in what is left of these 
brees, or can anyone question that a 
few, fine, well-grown ‘trees there 
would be much more beautiful and ef- 
fective than the crowded and mutil- 
ated trunks, which are their mast 
noticeable feature? 

The trees about the Court House 
were planted thickly so as to improve 
the grounds as quickly as possible, As 
they grew large enough to need thin- 
ning out, they were subjected to the 
usual hacking and lopping process, un- 
til many of them lost all semblance 
of beauty. Ulow much finer the ter- 
race would have looked now, if a large 
number of fhe trees had been cut ont 
DISTRICT | entirely, leaving room for the ot- 
hers to grow into really fine speci- 
mens, with restful spaces of lawn be- 
tween, as one sees in well kept city 
\parks, The rdw of trees on the 
north side of Campbell St., opposite 
Dr. Goldsmith's residence, is  super- 
fluous, and are certainly no pleasure 
to the eye. The street being narrow, 
they are overshadowed on one side by 
the larger trees and on the other by 
the high stone wall of the Court 
House grounds. Would it not add 
greatly to the appearance of the sireet 
if that row of trees were cut down 
entirely and the hardy Virginia creep- 
er planted at the base of the wall, 
which it would soon cover ? 

Wifness ogain the so-called “trim- 
ming’’ of the trees on John St., just 
south of Queen St, avhith is just now 
going on. What’ is there left of 
beauty in the mutilated remains of 
these trees ? 

the maiming and 
the shade trees 
nat an evil which can be 
a year or two, and it is time the 
subject was taken into the serious 
consideration of our citizens. Could 
not some competent person be em- 
ployed to oversee the necessary thin- 
ning out of the trees, instead of its 
being left entirely to the tender mer- 
oief Of a workman, who may be skill- 
ful with axe and saw, but can hardly 
be considered a judge of the beauti- 
ful and ornamental ?

way home, and [ thought alt Cana- 
dians should be sent that way. After 
talking with Gen. Cunningham and his 
staff, he said that he would recom- 
mdnd to Lard Roberts that’ all the 
Canadians be sent by England, and I 
was told by ane of Lard Roberts’ staff 
that we are all to go to England, so I 
expect it will be the middle of October 
or the first of November hefore we get 
heme.”

Gaining Worldly Wealth and 
Losing Your Soul. 


Dr. Talmage, by Original Methods, 
Calculates Spiritual and Earthly 
Values, and Urges a Higher Appre- 
ciation of Things Religious. 


Washington, Aug. 26.—From Ver- 
itn, whore he preached in the Ameri- 
can church to & great congregation, 
comprising many of his countrymen 
who are travelling through Europ, 
Dr. Talmage sends this discourse, 10 
which, by original methods, he cal- 
culates spiritual values and urges 
higher appreciation of things religi- 
ous. The text is Mark viii, 36, “What 
ahall it profit a man if he shall yain 
the whole world and lose his own 
soul?” 

Men of all occupations are to be 
found in the assemblies of the house 
of God, but in these days of exten- 
sive business operations a large pro- 
portion are engaged from Monday 
morning to Saturday night in bargain 
making. In maty of the families 
across the breakfast table are discus- 
sed questions of loss and gain. You 
are every day asking yourself, “What 
is the value of this? What is the 
value of that?’ You would not think 
of giving something of greater value 
for that which is of lesser yalue. 
You would not think of selling that 
which cost yod $10\for $5. TW you 
had a property that was worth $15,000, 
you would not sell it for $4,000. You 
are intelligent in all matters of bar- 
gain making. Are you as wise in the 
things that pertain to the matters of 
the soul? Christ adapted his instruc- 
tions to the circumstances of Lhose 
to whom he spoke. When he talked 
to fishermen, he spoke of the gospel 
net, When he talked to the farmers, 
he said, “A sower went forth to sow.” 
When he talked to the shepherds, he 
told the parable of the lost sheep. 
And am I not right, when speaking 
to an audience made up of bargain 
makers, that I address them in the 
words of my text, asking, “What shall 
it profit a man if he shall gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul ?” 
_I propose, as far as possible, to es- 
timate and compare the value of the 
two properties. 

First, [ hava to say that the world 
ig © very grand property. Its flowers 
are God's thought in bloom; its rocks 
are God's thoughts in stone; its dew- 
drops are God's thoughts in pearl 
This world is God's child—a way- 
ward child, indeed. It has wandered 
off through the heavens, But about 
1,900 years ago, one Christinas night, 
God sent out a sister world to call 
Unat Wanderer back, and it hung over 
Bethlehem only long enough to get

away from’it. Aye, in five minutes 
aften I give up my soul for the worl, 

I may have to part with the world 
and what kind of a title do you eall 
that? There is only one way inw hich 
I can hold an earthy possession, ind 
that is through Lhe senses. All beauti 
ful sights through the eye, but th 
oye uniy be blotted out; ull captivat 
ing sounds through the ear, but my 
ear miy be deafened ; all lusciousness 
of fruits and’ viands through my 
taste, bul my tnste may be destrayed ; 
all appreciation of culture and of ari 
through my mind, but I may logo ma 
mind. What afrail hold, then, I have 
wpon my earthly possession ! 

In courts of law, if you want to 
get n man off a property, you mus 
serve upon him a writ of ‘eject ment, 
giving him a certain time to vacate 
the premises, but when death comes 
to us and serves a wril of ejectment, 
he does not give us one second of 
forewarning. He says; “Off this 
place! You have no right any longer 
to the possession.” We might cry 
out, “I gave youa hundred thousand 
dollars for that ‘property; the. plea 
would be of no ayail, Death is blind, 
and he cannot see a seal and cannot 
read an Indenture, 

Having exumined the title of a 
property, your next quéstion is about 
insurance, You would not be silly 
enough to buy a large warehouse 
that could not possibly bs insured, 
You would not have anything to do 
with such a property. Now, I ask 
you: what assurances can you give mé 
that this world is not going to be 
burned uo! Absolutely none. Gec- 
logists tell us that it is already on 
fire, that the heart of the world is 
one living coal; that it is just like 
a ship on fire ut sea, the flames not 
bursting out because the hatches are 
kept down. And yet you propose to 
palm off on me, in return for my 
soul, a world for which, in the first 
luce, you give no title, and in the 
second place, for which you can give 
no insurance, “Oh,” you say, “the 
water of ihe oceans will wash over 
all the land and put out the fire.” 
Oh, no. There are inflammable ele- 
ments in the whter, hydrogen and 
oxygen. Call off the bydrogen and 
than the Atlantic and Pacific oceuns 
would blaze like heaps of shavinys. 
You want meto take this world, for 
which you can give no possible in- 
surance. 

Astronomers have swept their tele- 
scopes through the sky and have 
found out that there have been fifteen 
worlds in the last two centuries thag 
have disappeared. At first they look- 
ed like other worlds. Then they got 
deeply red—they were on fire. Then 
they ot ashen, showing they were 
burned down. Then they disappear- 
ed, showing that even the ashes were 
scattered. And, if the geologist be 
right in his prophecy, then our world 
is to go in the Same way. And yet 
you want me to exchange my soul for 
it. Ah, no, it is a world that is burn- 
ing now. 

I remark, also, that this world is a 
mroperty with which everybody who 
has taken it a& a possession has had 
trouble. Now, between ny house and 
my church in Brooklyn there was a 
reach of land which waa not buill on. 
I asked what was the matter, and 
they replied that everybody who had 
anything to Go with that property got 
into troublo about it. It is just so 
with this world—everybody that has 
had anything to do with it as a jpos- 
Seasion has been in perplexity. How 
was it with Lord Byron? Did he not 
sell his immortal soul for the purpose 
of getting the world? Was he satis- 
fied with the, possession. Alaa, 
the poem graphically describes his 
cise when it says;

The property at King and 
Yonge streets was _ inherited by 
young Lawlor from his father, who 
in turn had inherited it from his 
father. It is now one of the most 
valuable locations in the city. 

Young Mr. Tawlor had many 
friends in Toronto. He was educated 
in BDurope, and took the army as a 
profession. He was here five years 
ago and left the impression of a big, 
handsome and genial chap that it 
would be a shame to kill. 

Mr, J. J. Foy, QiC., M.P.P.,. for 
South Toronto, was his guardian and 
the custodian of his legal affairs, and 
it was Mr. Foy who last night re 
celved the cable from Mrs. Lawlor,

Mr, Foy said last night that Mr, 
Tawlor Was a keen soldier and was 
particularly well-liked by the friends 
he made on his last visit here He 
received the major portion of his e@u- 
cation at Beaumont College, in Enr- 
land.

*risoners are Well Treated and Seem 


Contented With their Lot. 

New York, Sept i. The British 
steamship Musconomo, which has been 
engaged in the British transport 
since the middle of March ldat, 
arrived at this port yesterday [fom 
South Africa Capt. Mann @ays that 
ihe Maseonomo stopped at St, Helena 
on July 30 and 31 for repairs, and 
that he visited the imprisoned Boers 
while on the island. . 

Capt. Mann says the Boers utewme- 
yiisoned in a camp about four miles 
to the of Jamestown, or aboul 
two milea from the where Nu- 
hia exile. The camp,is 

ibout one-fourth of « mile aquare, 
and is enclosed by two barbed wire 
fences bout twelve feet apart, on the 
yosts of which are displayed notices 
in English und Dutch, warning the 
ywisoners that they must keep with- 
in the inner inclosure, and that any 
one going beyond the outer one will be 
shot by the séntinel on duty. The 
captain understood, he suid, that one 
of the Boers had walked beyond the 
prescribed limits, and, failing to re- 
turn when told to do/so, was shot and 
killed by « sentinel, who was after- 
ward court-martialled and éxonerated, 

apt. Mann says that almost -with- 
out exception all of the prisoners that 
he saw were smoking long pipes and 
that they saluted everyone who pas- 
sed by, and, as a general rule, seemed 
to be contented with the way | in’ 
which they were treated by the En+ 
glish authorities. Capt. Mann talk- 
ed with many of the officers, one of 
whom was Commandant Roose, the 
officer whose command  ¢aptured 
Winston Churchill. Commandant 
Roose told Capt. Mann that he 
thought the “game was about up,” 
and udded that he thought it time 
to stop fighting, as there was too 
much useless shedding of blood. 

The officers ure uS ao general rule 
under parole, and go into Jamestown 
when they wish to, are very friendly 
with the British and natives, are 
allowed the privilege of the St. Hel- 
ena Club, and are often the guests of 
British officers at social functions. 

The Boer officers, the captain said, 
were a very intelligent class, most of 
them speaking both English and 
Dutch, The enlisted men did not 
seem to be of more than ordinary 
intelligence, he added, 

One fact that impressed him Capt. 
Mann said, was the great difference 
in the ages of the prisoners, these 
ranging all the way from boys. of 
fifteen years to white-haired men of 
seventy years and more, Many of 
the enlisted men are allowed to work 
for the native farmers, and manage 
in this way to acquire money. 

The only officer who seemed not to 
be reconciled to his fate was General 
Shiels, «1 German officer. He was 
very morose, and didn’t seem to care 
bo have anything to do with his cap- 
tors. The prisoners have the same 
fare asthe English, They are guard- 
ed by the Sixth Gloucestershire In- 
fantry. 

Capt. Mann did not see Gen. Cronje, 
but said that he understood that of- 
ficer was very friendly with the Go 
vernor, by whom he was often en- 
terCained.

Washington, August 31.

THE CLERICAL FOOL. 


Every thinking man, who calls bim- 
self a churchman, will feel inclined 
to shout a hearty “Amen” to the fol- 
lowing extracts from The Westmins- 
ter. ‘We are not aware that the cap 
will fit anybody in Belleville, but the 
gact remains that nearly everybody, 
if they indulge in a little retrospec- 
tion, can call to mind somebody whom 
they have met that the Westminster's 
remarks fit “like a blister,” as Mark 
Twain would sty. The article is self- 
explanatory, and as a piece of caus- 
tio and graphic writing is worthy of 
a place in a scrup book ; 

Some fools are to be pitied, for 
their folly is a calamity ; but the folly 
of the clerical fool is a crime. He 
dezrades a great profession to. the 
level of the charlatan, and compro- 
mises good men in the ministry by his 
folly. He offends against good taste 
and shocks every right feeling. He 
sins aainst the souls of men, for by 
his foolish speech and vulgar jest he 
is a comfort to the men of Sodom. 
The first disciples once played the 
part of evards, and in their number 
counted an unbeliever, a liar and a 
traitor ; but among the twelve there 
were none 60 cheap as to play the buf- 
foon, none 60 low as the clerical fool. 

Who has not seen him, and what 
community has not suffered him for 
a season? A prominent Presbyterian 
in Ontario, whose voice and service, 
are familiar in the church courts, 
sends us this week a column cutting 
from a city daily reporting an enter- 
tainment in a Methodist church, at 
which two ministers, one a Presby- 
terian, the other a Methodist, vied 
with each other in the poor business 
of playing the clerical fool. They 
touched with coarse hands the sacred 
subject of marriage, and the vulgarity 
which they passed for wit made the 
kroundlings grin, the judicious gri- 
eve. How can the sacredness of mar- 
riage be kent inviolate when its auth- 
arized celebrants tarnish love with 
low-toned wit, and make the marriage 
caremony the theme of senseless joke ¢ 

We make special and direct refer- 
ence to this offence not because it is 
the warst, although it is folly past 
belief, but because it is the latest and 
was committed in a community of re- 
apectable people. It is a concrete 
example of an evil too prevalent 
everywhere and in all denominations. 
We do not hesitate in the most pub- 
lic way to utter the unqualified con- 
demnation which all self-tespectinz 
Presbyterians and Methodists feel to 
be the justdeserts of such clerical buf- 
foons. And we should like the public 
to know. and the bewapapeors to believe 
that, however lax presbyteriea and 
conferences are in their discipline of 
ministers who have not the brains or 
the seriousness to be heretical in 
their teaching or the courage to be 
apenly and grossly immoral in their 
conduct, the vast majority of thouwht- 
ful Presbyterians and Methodists are 

shamed and disgusted, and many af 
them desire earnestly for relief from 
the burden of the clerical fool. 

Our correspondent asks if nothing 
can be done? Must the Christian 
community endure the hurt to reli- 
dion of the minister against whom the 
only charge is the cheap folly of the 
burnt-cork minatrel ¢ Is there no 
redress or relief? Must the mounte- 
bank be tolerated out of weakness or 
pity or false charity ¢

But 
year in and year out he can play the 
fool, and lower to his own level the 
community in which he lives, and 
neither presbytery nor conference 
nor bishap calls him to account. There 
is talk of revival in the Church; there 
must come revival in the pulpit before 
it can come to the pew. In communi- 
ties where relizion is a dead form, 
and failure and weakness have come 
to the Church, it will not infrequent- 
ly bo found that an Achan is in the 
camp. Let ministers examine seriously 
their own hearts and stand guard 
faithfully over their sacred calling, 
earing for conscience and truth rat- 
her than popularity and the 
weakly personal, having wide 
oharity for the erring but 
doin, justly by the sacred 
interests of the Church, and the re- 
(proach of the olerical mountebank 
will be taken away, and the ministry 
will regain something of the respect 
lost through the folly of those who 
wear the uniform without the spirit 
of the holy office.

FIFTEEN HUNDIKED DROWNED. 





That Isthe Report From Galveston—Ten 
Million Dollars Lost. 


Dallas, Texas, Sept, 11,—A ‘special 
to ‘The News from Houston says 
Additional particulars of the storm 
at Galveston show that about 1,500 
persons Were drowned and $10/000,- 
0OO worth of property was destroy- 
ed, There is not a building in’ tne 
city that Was not damaged to soup 
oxtent, <All the bath houses of thea 
beach were destroyed and most of 
the patients drowned. The Sealy 
Hospital was destroyed, and most of 
the patients drowned. The erain 
elevators were destroyed, one of 
them containing 1,000,000 bushels of 
Wheat. The Ball High School and 
the Rosenberg school buildings were 
destroyed and many persons who had 
taken refuge in them were killed. 
Bight big steamships in port were 
all wrecked, All three railroad 
bridges and the county bridge across 
to the mainland at Virginia Poiar 
were Swept away, and the bridge 
tenders and their families drowned, 
The loss of life and proverty is siinp- 
ly appalling, The entire island wus 
submerged, and water was eight feet 
deap on Tremont avenue, probably 
the highest point in the city, 

Sabine Pass and Port Arthur. 

JScaurnont, Texas, Sept. 11.——The 
towns of Sabine Pass and Port Ar- 
thur, news from Which has. been 
anxiously awaited, passed through 
the terrific storm of Saturday yirtu- 
ally unscathed. 

At Sabine Pass the water reached 
a depth of about three feet, but only 
small buildings near the waterfront 
were Washed away The only dead 
are Bd.

PACKING APPLES, 
Interesting Hlats From Mr. N. E. J.ck, 
’ of Quebec.

A most interesting paper was re- 
cently read by Mr. N. E. Jack to the 
Quebec pomologists on the best way, 
topick and to puck apples, Mr. Jack’s 
remarks were muinly intended for the 


Who ships to the general market, and

After some 
marks in regard to the proper met- 
hod of picking apples, Mr. Jack de-| 
frecating the ‘pulling’ system which 
is SO common and which leads to ape 
ples being shaken onto the ground und 
thus more or less spoilt, Mr. Jack | 
states the necessity for proper grad- 
ing of the apples and proceeds lo 
Speak of the packing. He says; 

“Wien packing apples for our domes- 

tic trade they should be faced at both 
, ends, They ought always to be faced | 
‘at one end, This is done by selecting 
|apples of uniform earaude (and placing 
ttham in concentric rows, at the low- 
er head, or end of the barrel. Abcut 
two ar three tiers should be faced, 
| the rings of one tier breaking joint | 
‘with the other. The apples should 

be then carefully put into the barre] 
; to avoid bruising, and the barrel 
_ Slightly shaken several times in the 
iwrocess of being filled. This settles 
| the fruit, and it is not so apt to beat 
come slack. It is generally advis- 
|able to face the upper head of the 
| barrel before the head is placed in, 
; but this is not always done. The * 
| barrel is headed up, then ended over, | 
and the opposite end plainly marked 
with the name of the variety, and al- 

oo the quality. This is the end. 

Which the dealer is Supposed to open, |! 

but it very frequently happens how- 

ever, that the buyer, in order to test 
the packing, opens both ends of the 
barrel; and in selling large lots, two 
or three barrels are sometimes used 

“S samples, and the entire contents 

rolled out upon the floor, or into la ree | 
, baskets, The samples are usually 
taken at random from amongst the 
consignment, so that it pays to have 
, all the apples of one consignment of 
uniform grade, Very often u few 
inferior apples in one: barrel may huve 
the effect of reducing the price from 
twenty-five to fifty cents on every 
barrel in the whole consignment, and 
if one is selling apples in large lots, 
it is yery often a serious loss. 

The last item which is perfectly ne- 
cessary to packed fruit is to see that 
the ends of the barrels are seourely 
nailed in the hoops, and a lining 
“prung in to keep the head from get- 
ting out. This takes a little extra 
| time, but if it is done properly one 
| need never be afraid of their barrels 
| bursting open with or dinary handling,

Report of the inland Revenue De- 


partment—Large Quantities of 
Impure Powders Found—Sale 


of Aium Powders

The Bulletin of the Inland Revenue 
Department (No. 08) contains analys- 
es of 156 samples of baking powdens 
bought of dealers and manufacturers 
in the Dominion, The alarming state- 
ment is made that 85 percent. pf 
these mre aium mixtures, 

In view of this large proportion of 
alum powders, Chief Anijiyst Macfar- 
lane foomimeuds (hat iegal proceed- 
ings be token-iguins* parties selling 
them, on the grouud tbat they are 
unhealthful articles of coud. 

Upon this recommendation the Com- 
missioner of Inland Revenue has given 
public nolict that persons selling alum 
powders will be prosecuted, 

The aoalyses were made by the As- 
sistant Analyst, Mr. A. McGill, who 
fully discusses the use of alum in 
baking powders, which, he is of the 
positive opinion, is <iingerous 
health. 

Professor Ruitan, of McGill College, 
Montrenl, who made a series of experi- 
ments on the digestibility of bread 
baked with alum powders, is quoted 
us follows; “Th unanimous verdict 
of ny experiments is thut alum pow- 
ders introduce into a form of food 
of universal use, agents which are 
detrimental to the functional activity 
of the ‘igestive ferments. They must 
therefore be prejudicial to health, and 
the only courss is tu carefully avoid 
them,” x 

both consumers and grocers are in- 
terested in this matter. lousekeepers 
should be very careful in purchusing 
their baking powders. The alum 
poWders can generally be distinguished 
by their low price, They cost but two 
qe three cents « pound to make, Faod 
wre sold from ten Lo Lhirty cents. A 
pure cream of lurtar +owder is quite 
expensive lo ranuke, and is sold from 
farty to fifty cents.

GILBERT PARKER'S _ 
MAGNIFICENCE, 


How it Impressed the Agent for an 
Americau Publishing House. 


(Saturday Evening Post.) 

An agent for an American publish- 
ing house called not long ago upon 
Gilbart Parker, the Canadian novelist 
and playwright, at his house in St. 
James place, London. Mr. Parker 
makes a handsome income from his 
writings, and his wife has a fortune 
in her own name, They live in one 
of the aristocratic purts of London, 
in an imposing house.

THE GOVERNOR'S STATEMENT, 
Situation as Bad as Represented, But 
Contributions Coming tn. 
Austin, Texas, Sept, 12,--Goy 
Sayers vesterday made the following 
Stutament to the Associated Press on 

the flood situation 

‘Wonditions at Galveston are fully 
as bad as reported. Communica- 
tion, however, has been so re-estul- 
lished between the island and majn- 
land, and hereafter the transporta- 
tion of supplies will be less difficult. 
The work of clearing the city is pro- 
gressing fairly~well under the dirce 
tion of the mayor and the soldiers 
ore patrolling the city for the pur- 
pose of preventing depredations. The 
most conservative estimate as to the 
number of dead places it at 5,000 
Contributions from citizens of this 
State and also from other States, 
are coming rapidly and liberally, and 
it is confidently expected that witn- 
in the next ten days the work of 
restoration by the people of Galves- 
ton will have been begun in good 
earnest, and With energy and gue- 
cess. Of course, the destruction of 
property hag been very great, not 
less than $10,000,0C0, but it is Lop- 
ed and believed that even this grea: 
loss will be overcome through the 
energetic self-reliance of the peo- 
ple,” 

During the day contributions have 
fairly deluged the Governor, upwards 
of $100,000 having been received. 


Reports From Outside, 


Governor Sayers yesterday begaa 
receiving reports from various points 
along the Gulf Coast, which wou'd 
indicate that there has been great 
property damage done for severai 
hundred miles, and that the list of 
Galveston fatalities and suffering wiil 
be largely augmented. Down ~ the 
coast from Galveston, the towns of 
Dickinson was laid waste, and five 
people killed. ‘Ihe towns of Alvin, 
Alva Loma, Texas City and Broolk- 
Shire are wrecked, and hundreds av? 
destitute. tichinond is so badly Je- 
molished that it will require weeks 
to clear the town, Missouri City 
and Stafford, just opposite, were en- 
tircly demolished, and the few re- 
maining people at these places have 
no homes to cover their heads. Bay 
City, in Matagorda County, is re 
po:ted wrecked, with heavy loss of 
life, though no official report has 
been made to that effect. Patton, 
Roliver, Bolivar Point, Quintana, 
Sugarland, Belleville, Wharton, Fair- 
view, Missouri City, Sartaria, Arcola 
and Il Campo are all reported heavy 
sufferers, both in point of proper.y 
destroyed and lives lost.

of the District. 


Hamilton, Sept. 18.—A windstorin 
Which is Supposed to be the tatl-ead 
of the cyclone which swept Texas, 
Struck there parts at an early hour 
yesterday morning, and was, the se- 
verest in SO years.

That section, although 
given very largely to peaches, of 
Which the harvest, except of the late 
varieties, is mostly in, has a great 
tiany fine apple orchards and lots of 
pears, 

Around Burlington and in the fruit 
sections of Halton the loss to apple 
orchards is very great.

day night, the wind at 3.80 yester- 
day morning attaining a velocity of 
78 wiles an hour. Many yachts, 
guiall, boats, several scows and a 
derrick were driven ashore in the 
harbor, 

At Crystal Beach, a summer resort 
near here on Lake Erie, between 40 
and 50 yachts and canoes at anchor 
Were either blown away or wreched 
at their moorings, 

At the Pan-American grounds much 
damage was done, 

In this city Mrs. Rose Markeas was 
killed by an electric wire, which she 
touched while removing debris from 
her yard. Her husband was _ badly 
burned. 

Much Damage at Oswego. 

Oswego, N. ¥., Sept. 18. — The 
storm here was seyere. The wind 
reached a yelocity of 42 miles an 
hour. The schooner Albacore Was 
driven ashore east of the harbor at 
7 o'clock yesterday nwrning, The 
crew Were rescued by the life savers. 

The T. R. Merrftt of Hamilton, 
Ont., is ashore on Nine Mile Point, 
Capt. W. A. Corson and crew got 
ashore before the life crew arrived. 

Terrible Loss to Fruit Mon. 

Lyons, N Y., Sept. 13. — Waynes 
County was struck by a tornado at 
midnight yesterday. Trees were up- 
rooted all over the county, Thous- 
ands of barrels of choice fruit were 
destroyed. 

The Storm at Cleveland. 

Cleyeland, O., Sept, 18. — As aA 
result of the furious gale which 
swept over the lake region Tuesday 
night, many telegraph aad telephone 
lines were prostrated in all directions 
from this city yesterday, During the 
height of the storm the wind reach 
ed a velocity of 60 miles an hour. 

Heavy Damage to Crops. 

Dunkirk, N. Y., Sept. 18.—A heavy 
wind which prevailed Tuesday night 
did great damage to Niagara’s fruit 
crop. From 20 to 50 per cent. of 
the apples are on the ground. In 
some orchards nearly all the fruit 
fell. The damage to the crops will 
reach half a million dollars or over. 

Damage at Rochester—Yachts Safe. 

Rochester, N. Y., Sept. 18. — The 
West Indian storim reached this city 
yesterday morning. Much damage 
Was done by the blowing down of 
Shade trees, fruit orchards, windows 
Were smashed and barns unroofed. 

At the lake the wind reached a ve- 
locity of 70 miles an hour. The Can- 
adian yachtsmen remained in the 
harbor. The yacht Clorita, from To- 
ronto, started home Tuesday night, 
but soon put back for safety.

has excited the astonishment of the 
warld, ind were much impressed with 
the extent and value of that unique 
Celpoait of ore, Of our mineral re- 
Sources generilly he entertains a high 
inion, and considers that these will 
beoome a source of wealth to the 
colony. He was specially impressed 
with what he saw of the country in 
regurd to its capabilities as a pulp 
manufacturing country, which he 
considers will become a leading in- 
dustry. Further, as a tourist and 
cportsmen’s resort, he thinks it un- 
rivalled and destined in the near fu- 
ture to attract crowds of visitors, 
He Was ennyptured with the glimpses 
cf its scenery which he obtained in 
crossing the island, and in his visit 
to Belle Isle, He urges Strongly the 
erect.on of good hotels, for the ac- 
commodition of towrists, and espec- 
tilly of a first-class hotel in St. 
John’s, Hois thoroughly “sound up- 
on the goose” regurding the French 
Shore question, and considers that its 
unsettled condition is inconsistent 
with the paramount position of Eng- 
land in this quarter. He goes far- 
ther than most of us, and thinks the 
Frenoh should be cleared out of St, 
Pierre, by giving them compensating 
territory elsewhere. He was some- 
what shy about giving his views on 
Confederation—hayinz, no doubt, some 
twitches of conscience on that’ mat- 
ter, But he went so far as to say 
that Newfoundland would preatly 
benefit by such union in the financial 
markets of the world, und baped the 
union of all British America was not 
distant, The visit of the two zen- 
tlemen was purely personal — for a 
holiday trip—and had no political 
significance, 

Referring to the Reid contract, to 
which he guve considerable attention 
while he declined to discuss its mer- 
its cr demerits he remarked that no 
one need ‘be surprised at the agita- 
tion raised in regard to the conces- 
Sions granted to Mr, Reid. Precisely 
tho fame thing occurred in Oanada 
in connection with the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway. Immense concessions

of Canada,” and had raised it 
to a piteh of prosperity undreamed 
of before. In like manner, Sir Miuc- 
kenzie considered Newfoundland Wwo- 
uld gmofit by its railway, Just as in 
Oanuda, extraordinary terms had to 
be offered to secure the initiation of 
the wark, wanting which it would 
never have been commenced ; 80 prob- 
ably it was found here in such a dif- 
ficult country to open up, that very 
liberal terms were called for. But the 
introduction of capitalists of the 
Stanya of Mr. Reid would probably be 
found to be the best thing possible 
in the interests of the country, and 
would do more to promote its pros- 
terity than all the efforts. of the 
previous fifty years. 

Senator O'Brien was not less high- 
ly pleased with the country and its 
resources, and predicts that it will

Just before the Strathcons Horse 
had passed the base of Majuba Hill 
anil gone through lLuivg'’s Nek, on 
their way to Ingogo, a slight engage- 
ment look place between the British 
and the enemy, which Sergt, Kelly 
deseribes as follows; ‘The Boers had 
made or tried to make a stand at 
Laing’s Nek, but the Royal Horse Ar- 
tillery antl the rest mad it so pot 
for them that they bolted. Beyond 
the nek there is a long stréteh of 
wolling prairie or rather veldt, and 
the artillery chased them (the Boers) 
for nearly fourteen miles. They would 
gallvp about half a mile, unlimber, 
and pound wway, then limber up 
again, and soon. They did this{wen- 
ty times, and completely disargan- 
ized the whole Boor force. Of course, 
the mounted corps bad their share of 
the fun We would buve been there 
if we had not basn sent fooling 
around in Zululand.

While on the march 
made at Washcout Spruit, Sunday 
noon, July 1st, for dinner. “We were 
having something {to eat,’ says the 
sergeant, “when our flunking patro] 
ran into some Boers in a farm house 
flying a white flag. They fired on 
our men, killing the first Strathcona, 
& man named Jenkins, of “A’’ squad- 
ron, and killing the horse of the per- 
weant, The sergeant took cover be- 
hind his horse and stood them off 
until the other scouts came up, when 
the Boors ran. We sent out two 
troops, and the Royal Horse Artil- 
lary sent a gup. Our men located a 
langs party of Boars in a douga (vou- 
lee), and the guu dropped a shell 4nto 
the middle of them and cleared them 
out. That was the Strathcona Horse's 
first amell of powder.” 

On the arrival at Graylinstat, “C" 
squadron was Bent out to forage, and 
when about six miles away from camp 
broops two and thre» were fired upon 
frum a kopje. A long-range battle 
ensucd, aud though the enemy's bul- 
elts came thick and the cover was 
bad, no one was hit

Assistant Librarian of the Ontario Legis-

Inglis, assistant librarian al the 
Ontario Legislative Library, passed 
away yosterdgy marning at his late 
residence, 86 Avenue road, He had 
been failing for the past gevera} 
years, but it was not until two 
Weeks ago that he was compelled to 
take to his bed.

The only 
man then suggested to make an in- 
vestigation was Mr, Ogilvie, an unclp 
of Mr, Sifton'’s wife, but he was even 
too” honest a man to mak>s a wrong 
weport, The words of the Minister 
were to the effeot that no man shall 
(report upon this matter but a paid 
man of the Government. An _ even 
mare startling act of corruption per- 
petrated was in the bye-election of 
West Huron and Brockville, where 
the machine did its work. In those 
ridings the employed agents and of- 
ficials Lreacherously conaived to steal 
the seats from the Conservative cun- 
didates, Who received the greater oum- 
bar of legal yotes, Mr. Borden, of 
Halifax, desired and spoke in the 
House to have this matter investi- 
gated, and have it referred to the 
Committee on Elections and Privil- 
ages. Sir Wilfrid said no doubt a 
prima facie case had beea made cut 
and he would see that the matter was 
thoroughly investigated, After evi- 
dence had been ‘produced and the 
frauds éven exposed, Sir Wilfrid put 
up Hon. Louis Davies and Mr, Russell 
to speak upon the subject, and they 
declared there Was nothing in it, They 
resénted strenuously having the mat- 
ter proceeded with any further, but 
the facts ware such that Sir Wilfrid 
said the case was of such tremendous 
character that it would be referred 
to a Commission of Judges, which 
was done. But the Act which ap- 
pointed these judges was found to be 
defective, yet they refused-1O ami nd 
it, although their attention was 
oiled tot by the Opposition. That 
Royal Commission has been appointed 
and the Laurier Government knows 
that if its report was ready for 
presentment it would condemn them, 
These wra but a few of the acts of 
the Government, a Government w hich 
has forfeited its rights to govern by 
breaking the promises it made to the 
becpln, In concluding his addtess 
Sir Charles referred to the pleasure 
it gave him to address the electors 
of the Bay of Quinte District, com- 
prising the three ridings of Hastings 
and the County of Prince Edward. He 
thanked them for the kind attention 
paid him and the grand reception 
which had been accarded to him and 
his colleagues, Upon resuming his 
seat Sir Churles was loudly applauded,

Matson killed many Boxers yesterday.

The Russians haye received word of re- 
verses lu Manchuria, where 290 miles of 
rallway has been destroyed and a nuinber 
of stations have been burned. There bas 
been much fightiig cud many Russians have 
been killed, Three regiments have left 
Pekin on thelr long overlaud march to Man 
ehuria, 

A gradual reduction of the Russtan forces 
In Pekin has begun, Fvye regiments have 
already been withdrawn, leaving 8000 Rus- 
Slans here. The total eof the aliles' forces 
Is now about 70,000, of which number 22,- 
000 are Japanese. Baron Nshil, the Ja 
panese Minister, favora the withdrawal of 
15,000 troops, to be held in reserve to Ja- 
pan.

BICYCLES ON THE 
FOOTBRIDGE, 


Police Magistrate Flint Gives His 
Ruliog on a Doubtful Point. 
To the Editor of The Intelligencer ; 
My Dear Sir,—With reference to 
“bicycles,” I may -suy that by 
By-law No. 879, the word  ve- 
hele” wherever it occurs in By-law 
No. 420, passed for the regulation of 
streets and sidewalks, is meant to in- 
clude and coyer bicycles. \ 
By-law 420, clause 3,—No person 
shall ride or driye a vehicle over or 
along any payed or planked sidewalk 
im the city save for the purpose of 
crossing such walk in order to ob- 
tain access to and egress from a 
yard or lot, and no (person in crossing 
such sidewalk with any vehicle shall 
do so at greater speed than a walk. 
By this By-law no one is permitted 
to ride a bicycle:wpon the sidewalks 
which are the approaches to the foot- 


bridyre. The sidewalk leading from 
Front street to the footbridge is 
coyered by the By-law and no one 


has the right to ride a bicycle on 
that sidewalk. With regard to the 
footbridge itself I have not found any 
by-law or other municipal regulation 


affeoting the construction of the 
foot bridge, In the absence of a By- 
law. I think reference will have to 


be made to the general law regarding 
highways, A public highway is a 
noid or bridge, municipalities have the 
right to puss by-laws for regulating 
the riding and driving of horses und 
cattle on public highways, for regu- 

lating traffic thereon, and for doing 

a yast number of things connected 
! bherewith, The title to the foot- 
bridge is in the City. The City can 
pass u by-law, directing that no bi- 
cycles shall be ridden over the foot- 
bridge, and I am of the opinion, such 
u by-luw would be within the pro- 
cer competence of the Council. 

As the mutter stands at present 
I am of the opinion no law can ba 
invoked to preyent persons riding on 
a bicycle over the footbridge, but uny 





person who so rides, at an immoder* 
ate or unreasonable spesd, is liable 
to be punished under the Highway

LAURIER’S BROKE 


Newspaper readers are quite fam- 
iliar with the distinct promises made 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, during the 
campaign of 1896, to support the 
policy of Imperial Preferential Trade, 
and, if given power, to do his utmost 
to secure it. At London, Ont., and 
again at Westmount, near Montreal, 
he declared his firm adhesion to that 
policy, and his determination, if suc- 
ceesful in the elections to at once 
enter into negotiations with the 
view of securing thnt great boon. 
Rut like all his other promises and 
professions, these pledges were only 
made to be broken. In 1897 he at- 
tended the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
in London.

CUBAN INDEPENDENCE, 


Dologates Elected to the Constitutional 
Convontion Are of Revolutionary 
Tendency. 


Havana, Sept. 19.—The results of 
the election of delegates to the forth- 
coming constitutional convention are 
being freely discussed by the Havana 
delegates and other prominent Cu- 
bans, The conclusion reached is 
that the convention will be control- 
led By the revolutionary ejement. 
Senor Alfredo Zayas, nationalist dele- 
gate, said yesterday: : 

“The convention will not allow it- 
self to be influenced by any repre 
sentative of the United States. It 
will adopt and follow an independent 
party throughout, in my opinion, re 
fusing to decide as to the relations 
Which shall hereafter exist between 
Cuba and the United States. This 
is a matter that should be left to a 
special commission.” 

Mayor Rodriguez expressed the 
Some opinion, and other representa- 
tive delegates in various parts of the 
island adopt the same attitude. 

In the main the delegates are capa- 
ble men. Most of them, it is said, 
are in favor of finmediate and abso- 
lute independence, without the  in- 
tervention of a protectorate. The jp- 
feated Republicana and Fusionists 
here have raised the cry of fraud, 
and have already held a mass meot- 
ing to protest against allegod illegal 
practices. 


THE BLACK PARTY ON TOP, 


Province of Santiago, Cuba, Votos Agutnat 
the Republicans. 


Santiago de Cuba, Sept. 11.—The 
elections for delegates to the consti- 
tutional convention have resulted in 
favor of the Black party throughout 
the entire province. The whites now 
openly “declare themselves to be an- 
nexationists, - Ten thousand celorad 
men worked theniselves up almost to 
a frenzy, and, wearing badges con- 
taining a skull and crossbones, signt- 
fying death to the Republic party, 
paraded through the principal strests 
of the city last night, carrying  tal- 
low candles and torches. A mock 
funeral of the Republican party Was 
held to-day, and was attended by 
1,000 colored persons.

MORE BALLOT SYUEFIN. 


Grit Delegates Can't Forget Their 
Old Tricks. 

West Lorne, Ont., Sept. 18.—One of 
the most remarkable conventions ever 
held by any political party was thay 
of the West Elgin Liberal 
tion for the purpose of nominating a 
candidate for the Dominion house in 
the coming election, There was 4 
large turnout, including 152 delegates 
from the polling sub-divisions of the 
riding. There were 27 nominations, of 
whom only two stood, namely, George 
i. Casey and A. D. McGuigan. 


Wheén the ballots were collected a 
scene, Which was only the forerunner 
of the wildest disorder, ensued. Some 
of the delegates had not received 
ballots, and some who were not dele- 
gates at all had voted. For a time 
ipandemonium reigned, and = every- 
body talked at once, each louder than 
his neighbor. 

Finally a count was made of the 
ballots cast, and the result compar- 
ed with the number of delegates who 
had been present and who were alone 
entitled to vote, The comparison 
elicited the fact that 152 delegates had 
attended the convention, and that) 162 
ballots had been cast—ten mere bal- 
lots than there were delegates.

This company 
has spent over $100,000 in an experi- 
mental plant for extracting nickel, 
capper, gold, silver and lead ores from 
ores and mattes by electrotytic met- 
hods, the invention of H. A. Frasch, 
one of the Jeading metallurgists of 
America, ’ 

The erection of the works is the 
direct outcome of the policy of the 
Ontario Government in compelling 
the refining of nickel copper ores 
within the Province, 

From Mica Boiler Covering Co,, 88 
92 Anne St., Montreal, asking for dea- 
lers in scrap white mica in this dis- 
trict. This company handles 125 tons 
of scrup mica per month, making 
boiler and pipe coverings and paying 
an average price of $500 per ton for 
scrap at the nearest shipping point. 
Most of the product goes to the En- 
glish manufacturing districts.

MONEY IN CHICKENS. 


An Open Letter From Mr. Gilbert, of 
the Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
Who is the Recognized Poultry 
Authority of Canada, on How to 
Sell Chickens at a Profit. 


The farmers throughout Ontario 
have not as yet recognized the im- 
portance and value to themselves of a 
great Centre station, where they can 
send their chickens at any season of 
the year, and where they would get a 


fair price (which they would know be- 
fore shipping). There is, beyond a 
doubt, a great deal of money to be 
made out of chickens—that is to say, 
td bea made out of the right kind of 
chickens—such, for instance, as Ply- 
mouth Rock and Wyandottes and some 
of their crosses, for the larger birds 
are certainly the most in demand 
when sold for food, and more espec- 
ially so when sent to a great fatten- 
ing concern like the Oanadian Pro- 
duce Company, of Christie street, To- 
ronto. This firm fatten the chickens 
and put them in shape for exporting 
to the British market, where a large 
bird is in demand. The Canadian Pro- 
duce Company have agreed to 
single orates to any farmer. Ino this 
way a raiser of poultry on ao small 
scale would be able to dispose of his 
stock with the same facility and at 
as large a price as the man who 
raises in large quantities, The 
Company will not only send one or 
more crates to those who write for 
then, but the will pay express charg- 
‘both on the crates going empty 
rail as on the crates returning Tull. 
includes. the express charges on 
the weight of the birds themselves, os 
well as on the returning crate. In 
ie way it will be readily seen that 
the farmer has nothing but 
write for what crates he needs (each 
crate holds about thirty birds), to put 
his birda in the crates and send them 
back nddreased to the company in To- 
ronto, where the birds will 
for at the weights when they arrive, 
and check or money order will be pent 
the same day in payment, Chia is 
not only a great for the Yar- 
mer at the present moment, but will 
be the means of causing an unlimited 
demand for early broilers in the 
spring at running from sixty 
to seventy cents per pair, according 
to the market. There ia one requis 
ite, however, that every farmer must 
consider, and that is, unless the bird 
are etrdng and healthy ire of 
little use for exporting The bird 
do not need to be fut, but

A good polnt was made In speaking of the 
fiction of the Government In sending vol- 
unteers to South Africa. Sir Wilfrid found 
he could not send the volunteers without 
a special Act of Parllament, but found 
menns to pay the enormously Increased cx- 
penditure of the country on Goyernor-Gen- 
eral'a warrants, [Applause.} Nor would 
Sir Wilfrid have sent the contingeats vet, 
but that his hand was forced by ‘Sir 
Charles Tupper, who followed the practice 
of statesmen In England of coming to the 
Ald of the Government In national crises, 
Bald he: “You have me and the Conserya- 
tlye party at your buck.” And yet Sip 
Wiltrld hesitated. Why? Becauaé Tarte 
told him not to act and bis hand was yal- 
sled, But Ike the rabbit which climoed a 
tree when pursued by a dog—altho rabbits 
Are coustitutlonally unable to climb trees— 
Slr Wilfrid had been forced to respoud to 
the popular demand, 

Hugh John told how he had volunteered 
to go to South Africa himself, and how he 
had been offered by Dr. Borden command 
of the Manitoba Company, but was unable 
to accept on account of his election cam- 
palgu. Perhaps few people present knew 
That Mr, Macdonald has served thru three 
compalgns in our own country,everyonue In 
which he has had an opportunity, begin- 
ning with the Penlan Rald, A biter refer. 
ence to this fact bronght down the house. 
He ran away from Kingston to take part 
Jn repelling the Fenian Rald, again in 1870 
responded to the call to arms under Lord 
Wolseley, then Col. Wolseley, and finally 
Jn 1885 was a captain Jn the 90th Regl- 
nent, and was present at Fish Creek and 
Satoche. Graceful reference was made to 
the death of Lieut.-Col. Borden.

There is little doubt that the 
President would prefer to remain and 
retires only because of political con- 
siderations, his constitutional love for 
temporizing having led him into Worse 
difficulties than usual. His sending 
troops to China in the first place gy ve 
added force to the charge of “imper- 
ialism” on which the opposition — is 
basing its campaign, and led him to 
publicly offer to retire as soon as the 
other powers decide to do so, ‘There 
is ndt the least doubt that this.offer 
was made in the firm conviction that 
the others would refuse to act on it. 
In other words, the President was 
“bluffing” for the benefit of domes- 
tic politics, But Russia “called him 
and ndw he has to ‘make food” and 
is doing so with the best grace he

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
received advices from Alaska confirm- 
ing reports that a deplorable con- 
dition exists among the native In- 
dians along the coast of Cape Nome 
northward. The treasury officials 
are powerless to render any aid tofhe 
sufferers owing to the fact that the 
department has no available funds 
fori such a punpose, but the Secretary 
has written a letter to the War Be- 
partment, which has a fund that can 
be drawn upon in emergency cases 
like the present, recommending that 
food be supplied and distributed under 
the direction of the army officer in 
charge of the troops stationed there. 
The Treasury Department will fur- 
nish surgeons from the Marine Hos- 
pital Service, and the customs offi- 
cers will be instrucicd to render any 
assistance possible, The Red Cross 
Society is becoming interested in the 
relief measures now being taken, and 
it is not unlikely that it will vo-oper- 
ate to the extent of furnishing cloth- 
ing for the destitute 


Consul Johnson writes from Stan- 
bridge, Canada, that the present year 
will probably witness the best apple 
crop in the history of Canada. He 
BAYS; “The expont of apples last 
season was hardly up to the average, 
the aggrezgute going out from the 
port of Montreal being 286,000 bar- 
rels. In 1898 the shipments from that 
port amounted to 393,000 barrels, If 
present appearances are to be relied 
upon, the shipments this year will 
double those of last year, provided, 
of course, there are sufficient facili- 
ties of transportation, and if the 
oroyy will not be such as will bring 
the price down to a figure at which 
expdnts are no longer profitable. Up 
to the present time Canadian growers 
have not packed their fruit in such 
shape as would make at attractive, 
nnd while the apples might be just 
as good as, and perhaps better than, 
the United States product, the price 
received for them in Europe has been 
less, A shipping man stated this 
morning that for anything but early 
apples cold storage on Steamships was 
not in demand. Ventilated storage, 
by means of fans and blowers is being 
introduced gradually, and this year a 
number of the steamships will pro- 
vide it. It is said in some quarters 
that the quality of the crop is ‘be- 
yond anything heretofore seen. If 
this proves to be the case, and ff the 
Canadian packers will attend to their 
end of the business, the shipments 
abroad should be very large indeed,” 


Boer war is over, 
recent publication of the State De- 
partment calling attention to an ar- 
ticle in Kuhlow’s German Trade Re- 
view and Exporter, published at Ber- 
lin, with reference to trade  condi- 
tions in South Africa, should be of in- 
terest to American and Canadian 
firms doing there, The ar- 
ticle treats of the influx of commer- 
cial travellers in South Africa from 
Americo and Europe, and gives details 
of the conditions that confront them,

HOW LONG IS A DAY? 


Nine iparsons out of ten—yes, nine 
hundred and ninety-nine out of every 
tthousand—if asked how long it takew# 
the earth to turn once on its axis 
would unswer twenty-four hours, and 
to the question, ‘How. many times 
does it turn on its axis in the course 
of a year?” the answer would be 365 
1-4 times. Both answers are wrong. 

It requires but twenty-three houra 
and fifty-six minutes for the earth 
to make one complete turn, and it 
mikes 3661-4 turns during the year, 
The error aprings from a wrong idea 
of what is meant by a day. 

The day is not, as is commonly sulp- 
ipased, the time required by the earth 
‘to make one turn on its axis, but the 
interval between two successive pas- 
sages of the sun across the meridian 
—that is to say, the time which ela- 
Ipses after the sun is seen exactly 
south in its diurnal course through 
the heavens before it is again seen 
fin that position, 

Now, in consequence of the earth’a 
revolution in its orbit, or path round 
Uhe sun, the sun has the appearance 
‘of moving very slowly in the heavens 
in a direction from east to West. 
‘At noon to-morrow the sun will be 
a shart distance to the east of the 
Ipdint in the henvens at which it ia 
secon at noon to-day, so that wher 
‘the earth bas made one complete turn 
fit will still have to turn four minutes 
longer before the aun can again be 
ean exactly south,

Shenundoah, Pa., Sept. 22.—Super- 
intendent Adam Boyd, inside Fore- 
man Foley and Breaker Bosses 
James and William Mitchell of Indian 
Ridge colliery at 8.30 o'clock yus- 
terduy afternoon Were returniig 
home from work when they were met 
at the Lehigh Valley station by a 
mob with sticks and stones.

The mob became furious after 
one of its number was shot, and at- 
tempted to close in on the officials. 
They ran up Lloyd street to O'Hara 
stables The mob threatened to 
burn the stable, but Sherif ‘Toole, 
with 20 deputies, arrived and diz 
persed them, and the mine officiols 
‘returned to their homes. The sher- 
if then took the posse to Indian 
Ridge colliery and escorted sone 
workmen up Centre street, 

Stones Were Hurled, 

As they again neared the Lehigh 
Valley station the mob hurled stones 
at the deputies and a shot was fired 
from « saloon, The deputies thin 
opencit fire. They hastened toward 
Main street, in the meantime firing 
over 500 shots, and the mob hurling 
missles of all kinds, One man and 
a little girl were found lying dead 
after the shooting. ‘The crowd was 
finally dispersed, and the sherifl and 
deputies retired to the Ferguson 
House, the most prominent hotel tn 
Shenandoah, ,

An Interesting Letter to Col. Ponton 
—A Gloomy Picture of the State 
of Affairs in South 
Africa, 


The following are interesting ex- 
tracts from ao letter from an_ old 
Belleville boy, who has been resident 
in South Africa for several years, ad- 
dressel to Lieut-Col. Ponton: 

Cape Town, Aug, 23, 1900, 

Dear Col, Ponton,—I am glad the 
“Cape Times” is of use to you dnen- 
abling you to form actual ideas and 
impressions of the state of affairs 
existing here and through the coun- 
try in general, but I regrat that there 
is for the most part only the dark 
side of things as yet apparent. Lord 
Roberts’ leniency is not at all under- 
standable. : 

We, who are in daily contact with 
the Dutch element, hourly hear any- 
thing that is British or pertaining 
thereto spoken of in the most dispar- 
aging terms. ven in the House of 
Assembly some of the speeches have 
amounted to absolutely nothing less 
than rank treason, and even as Inte 
as the present datp I think the Soon- 
ec they declare martial law, not only 
in Cape Town, but throughout the 
whole of the Cape Peninsula, the bet- 
ter. During the debate on the Treas- 
dn Bilt statements were made by 
present and former members of the 
Africander party, which to the com- 
monsense man with any knowledge 
whatsoever of the country and its 
people, they must have known to be 
wromg. I know one case, even a man 
of English descent, filled us with a 
feeling of repugnance and shame to 
think he could so utterly debase his 
own countrymen and nationality by 
giving vent to the statements he did 
This is but one instance or example, 
it being a well-known fact that 
full two-thirds of the so-calied “Op- 
position” is merely nothing more 
nor nothing less than a seething hot- 
bed of treason. 

Long ere this will have reached 
you, an account of the plots forihe as- 
sossination of Lord Roberts and all 
British officers will be well known to 
you} Il was then the generally ex- 
pressed hope and wish that at Inst 
they had reached the climax and that 
justice sharp and short would have 
been meted oul to them; but no, tain 
we have but a repetiticn of the same 
policy of leniency. It is not forme 
to attempt a oriticism of the policy 
or ways and means adopted by the 
authorities, I but re-echo the gener- 
al sentiments asexpressed on any four 
corners of principal thoroughfares,

ws. In several cases men like this 
have been found in farm houses, the 
house, of course, flying the inevitable 
“white flag.”

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WAR HAS CHANGED 
THOMAS ATKINS. 


A British Officer Shows How He Has 
Improved by Hard Work —Smart 
In Camp, Perfect In Action, 


Rereryist Showed Himself the Best 
Kind of a Soldier After Two or 
Three . onths in the Field. 


A Britigh officer writing from South 
Africa to the Daily Mail says:— 
“Bronzed, and as a pple pearded, hard 
os nails, and, ia the usual acceptation 
of the word, upsoldierly—such 48 the 
appearance of the British soldier at 
present serving in the Pransvaal and 
Ornnoge River Colony. Not even bis 
most ardent admirers could call him 
smart; his clothes patched with any- 
thing that came handy at the Lime, 
his kit put on io a rough-and-ready 
manner, 

“However, our meno themselves are 
a splendid lot, strong and well made, 
giving little or no trouble to their 
officans ; cheerful uoder the most dis- 
couraging circumstances, often sing- 
ing when it wains, marching, and, as 
a rule, fighting in stolid silence. A 
tramp of some 500 miles, often on ‘half 
rations, under a hot’ sun by day and 
frequently drenched by rain or chill- 
ed by frost at night, a blanket and 
a waterproof sheet being their only 
covering, has made them what they 
are, thorough soldiers; no pipeclay or 
polish about them, bat eminently 
serviceable and in a condition to bear 
the hardships of war. 

“At the commencement of the cam- 
paign the British soldier began by 
losing his kit, leaving behind him 
what was useless and cumbersome ; ai 
(his stage of the war, however, very 
little is considered as ‘useless.’ The 
men have, in fact, learned to shift 
for themselves, though, largely owing 
to the diffarence in training of the 
two services, they are not so expert 
at the business as the bluejacket, 
avhc is a worthy rival of the Mrench- 
man in this respect, Nevertheless, 
the improvement since the beginning 
of the war is very marked, and Ahe 
time within which, after arriving ip 
camp, the cooking-pots are on the 
fires, has been reduced by at least @ne- 
half within the last six months, 

“At a halt oo! the line of march in 
a country where wood was scarce, the 
men would collect all they possibly 
could and carry it with them for 
miles, not heeding the extra weight ; 
then, on reaching the camping ground, 
they would anticipate the regulation 
tea by cooking in their canteens mealic 
aneal or any other ‘luxuries’ they had 
been able to obtain, and often mealie 
meal was a juxury, Latterly flour 
has been issued in lieu of half the 
biscuit ration, the men having to cook 
it as best they could. One wonders 
what they would have done with it o 
few months ago, 

“Tt is remarkuble what care and at- 
tention they pay to their rifles, hav- 
ing learnt to know the value of a 
bolt which works smoothly, aad a 
magazine spring which acts when 
required.” 

On the march the men would go 
on mechanicuily, more like trek oxen 
than anything else, smoking when 
they had the means, scarcely ever 
speaking, except in the erly morn- 
ing, each one looking at the ground 
a few paces to his front, seeing moth- 
ing of the country, and caring less, 
fdr the Orange River Colony is cer- 
tainly not an interesting country 
fue a walking tour, 

“In action, though he muy be dull, 
oar even stupid, yet he goes straight, 
and is, in the strict sense of the 
ward, a ‘perfect fighting machine,’

infantryman shells bave a greater 
moral effect than rifle builets, though 
the latter are by fur the more effect- 
ive, while the gunner, on the other 
hand, would rather be under shell 
than cifle fire.

But then, acearding to a corres 
pondent in & contemporary, every 
one, until he himself (pointed the 
matter out, had equally § failed to 
xririo the crux of the matter. lL speak 
only of what I saw personally from 
the proud position of the British 
firing line, of what I heard disouss- 
od in oamip before and after the move- 
ment, andofwhata thorough know- 
ledze of that country has taught me. 

It was my privilege to be encamped 
during the month of March under 
the shadow of Thaba Nyama (the 
black mountain), in the middle of the 
Whole \position, which the Boers had 
occupied only two months previous- 
ly. While there T had many conver- 
sitions with Mr, Coventry, the own- 
ar of Acton Homes, an old and valued 
friend of mine, and we traversed the 
summit of Spion Kop and Bastion Hill 
time after time, discussing with in- 
terest the varied incidents and phases 
of the movement. Hence 1 can with 
confidence contradict the story of the 
migninimity of the Boer general who 
refused “to fire on a fleeing man.” 
{ myself have stood in the emplace- 
ments from which the Krujpp guns 
were fired, and.where traces of such 
ammunition still jie, and I knovg 
thirt it was impossible to see the pon- 
toon from these emplacements, 

Moreover, it wns less thin a fort- 
night later, on the retirement from 
Vaalkrantz, that the pontoon was 
shelled, and the retiring mounted in- 
funtry received n reminder not to 
dawdle as they retired behind Swart- 
kop. ; ; 

Other reports that we have reag 
seem equally absurd. There was no 
standing back-to-back to sing “God 
Save the Queen; no exhorting one 
anothar to deeds of courage; there. 
were no stagfofficers and other big- 
Wigs galloping about, exhorting men 
to fixht bravely. 

Col, Thorneycroft did not, as he ig 
usually depicted, stand in front of his 
men, giving them courage; but, like 
a wise man under a ghastly hail af 
bullets, orept and crwwled from cover 
ta cover on his face. 

On Jan. 23, after many delays 194 
men of Thorneycroft’s were ready to 
sOppart the Lancashire Brigade in the 
attempt to take Spion Kop.

My Dear C——,I hope you received 
my cable of 10th; it did not ceem 
very certain at the fime that it 
would vo; the “Absent Minded Beg~ 
ger” Fund provided each man with 
a blank form but the man who gave 
them to us was not sure’ that we 
could use them to cable with, 

When we landed from the “As- 
saye”’ we were sént to Gosport Marine 
Barracks ; the next day we were sent 
to Fort Brock and from there to 
Shorncliffe, where we are at present, 
I am getting a 14 days furlough to 
zo to London to try to see a little 
of it anyway, then to Liverpool on 
board ehip und ueross the briny once 
more home. , 

_I hive received two letters a 
postal card within the last month and 
a half. A letter from T——, dated 
Aug. 16th, London; one from your- 
self dated July 5tb and gostal card 
July 7th, all addressed Netley, for 
some reasom, thouzh I have never 
been in Netley. Charlie Gibson is 
sitting beside me writing to his’ mo- 
her; the two of us when we were at 
Port Breck, whch is 4 faw miles from 
Portsmouth, took a boat and went 
wut to see the “Victory,” Nelson's 
flagsh'p,; the exact spots are marked 
where he was when shot and also 
where he died.

Hon, Felix Gabriel Marchand was 
the son of Gabriel Marclaand,  mer- 
chant, of St. John’s, Quobco, lly 
Was born at St. John's Jan. 9, 1882, 
and received his education at the

Tt is not surprising that the farmer 
has preferred to sell his produce for 
What he can g@t to a middleman, 
rather than himself ship to the 
Reritish market. for he has been com- 
pletely ot the mepoy of the receiver 
in the Old Country, How could the 
shipper know who was to be trusted 
and Who was not? If the English 
broker cluimed that the goods were 
damaged, of not in actordance With 
contract, how could the shipper in 
Canada fight againgt him?, And 
thare were no means of checking the 
charges that were made in accounts of 
sale, The English broker has been 
in the habit of adding to hiscommis- 
sion extri charges which on this side 
of the water are unknown, such aks 
cooperage, cataloguiay, selecting, gra- 
‘ding and etceteras, so that the ship- 
per never really knew what amount 
would be deducted from the proceeds 
af bis shipment, 

It is gratifying to learn that at Past 
these difficulties have been grappled 
with in a business manner, without 
attempting to depart, as others have 
done, from the established channels of 
trade, We have before us the liler- 
ature of the European Vxyorters’ As- 
sociation of Tcyjronto, Limited, an in- 
corporated company with an author- 
ized capital of $100,000, organized for 
the protection of Canadian shippers. 

The Premier of Ontario is the presi- 
dent and Mr, James Scott vice-presi- 
dent, and the list of shareholders in- 
cludes men like Sir Charles Tupper, 
Sie William lIfowland, Hon. Geo. EB. 
Foster, Messrs. Reuben Millichamp, 
SI’. McKinnon and R. Bickerdike, late 
president of the Montreal Board cp 
Tradé, besides on number of well- 
known men in England, of whom, per- 
haps, Mr. Henniker Heaton, of penny 
postage fame, is best known in Can- 
ada. The association has offices in 
Taronto, Mogptreal and London, Eng- 
land, and an extensive system of 
agents at Canadian and British ports, 

The association undertakes, on be- 
half of Canadian exporters, to arrange 
freight contracts, to aitend to’ the 
stowage and prompt  transportatian 
of shipments and to investigate any 
claims that may be made by receivers 
and to report. Only one receiver is 
selected ul each port for each kind 
of produce. The best man is chosea, 
and the best possible terms are made 
with him, ‘ 

Canadian exporters can thus, by co- 
operation through the usscviation, be 
guaranteed protection and honest 
treatment from the consignee in Eur- 
dpe, and the langer the yolume of 
business that f1OWs through this chan- 
nel, the stronger and more effective 
will be the guarantee. Each receiy- 
er nominated by the assosviation has 
always present before him the know- 
ledge that, if dealings with him are 
not satisfuctory, the trade will be 
given to another firm, and there are 
plenty who are anxioud to get it, « 

The principle of co-operatioj: has 
been successfully adopted by Canadian 
farmers in the management of cheese 
factories and creameries. We should 
like to see the same principle applied 
to the packing and shipping of apples. 
We can see no reason why the Hiffer- 
ent horticultural gocjeties should 
not undertake this work just as is 
done by the fruit assoviations in Flor- 
ida and California, Where each agsocia- 
tion employs its own expert packers 
and has its own brand, For all such 
associations, as well as individual 
shippers of all kinds of produce, the 
European Exporters’ Associatida will 
prove an invaluable agency. It sup- 
plies the link that was wanted in 
the perfection of our expt system, 
and promises to play a very important 
part in the development of Canadian 
export trade,

dant. Realizing this, the Conserva~ 
tive party has continuously sought, by 
legislation and otherwise, to foster 
the interests of the agr icultural clas- 
Ses. It was the Conservative purty 
and a Conservative Minister of Ag- 
reulture who commenced the first 
agricultural college and model farm; 
and it was the Vonservalive Govern- 
ment that first established experi- 
mental farms and conducted experi- 
ments in seed testing far the benefit 
of Canadian farmers, By the appoint- 
ment of Dairy Commissioners and in 
other ways, they endeavored, with 
gratifying success, to promote the 
dairyimg interests of the Dominion, 
encouraging cheese factories and &5- 
tablishing und managing creamerics 
and marketing their products. 

An example of now our farmers 
may be Denefited by wise legislation 
and by judicious governmental assis- 

ince is afforded by the history of 
the Canadian pork industry. — By ap- 
plying the protective tariff the 
home market wns secured to our far- 
mers to such un extent that, where- 
as m 1890 thirty-three million ,ounds 
of bacon were imported, only five mil- 
lion pounds were brought in in 186, 
thus preserving the farmers a home 
neurket of twenty-five million pounds. 
At the same time our exports of these 
meats had risen from eight million to 
thaty-five million pounds. That is, 
by the effect of the policy of the Con- 
servatives party, which was vehe- 
mently opposed by the Liberals poli- 
ticlams, tne Cunudian farmers had 
been given an additional yearly mar- 
ket far their hog products of seventy- 
two million pounds. Encouraged by 
the success which had attended their 
effarts in this direction, the Conser- 
vative Government proposed in 1896 
to apen up depots in the principal 
cities in Great iritain and Ireland, to 
advertise Canadian farm produce 
there and apend money in an effort to 
secure for our farmers that best of 
markets. Unfortunately, the Liberal 
leaders were able by a resort to ob- 
struction, to prevent the money placed 
in the estimates for this purpose be- 
ing voted, and so succeeded in defeat- 
ing the plan. Needless to say, they 
have made no effort along the same 
ar similar lines themselves. 

Realizing that in order 
to our farmers the advantages 
the almost limitless murkets of the 
Mother Country, for their fresh 
meats, poultry, eggs, dairy products, 
fruit and other perishable articles, 
a well argunized and efficient cold 
6tarage and transportation system 
would hays to be provided, the Con- 
servative Government decided upon 
the establishment of such a system, 
and began to inaugurate it, but they 
were defeated in 1896, and the Li- 
berals came iuto office. An essential 
part of the system was a fast Atlan- 
tic steamship service, fitted with the 
most improved refrigeration eham- 
bers, equal to those trading between 
Australm and Great Britain, and 
superior to those engaged in the New 
York trade, enabling us to place our 
tender fruits and more perishh ble 
products on the Hiritisb markets in 
from six to seven days. AU urrange- 
ments were made for this, and u con- 
tract with’ reliable steamship men 
was ready for signing when the Li- 
berals came into power and rejected 
the contract, and the whole project 
was dropped. The published repor ta 
of the Department of Agriculture 
shidw that it now requires on an ayer- 
age twenty days to place these perish- 
ible products on the Britis bh mar 
kets, instend of six ar ss von days 
ths Conservative Government bad ar 
ranged for. In other words, our fur- 
mers are condemned to stand the risk 
of loss involved in an extra 
Weeks’ ocean voyage because of the 
bungling of an imoractical gover n- 
Inent; u Tisk which has often meant 
to them the difference between j 
handsome profit anda total loss. In- 
stead of carying forward the Conser- 
vative policy in other directions 
heartiness ond vigor, the 
Minister of Agriculture in 1899. re~ 
duced the ag proprintion for cold stor~

“The accommodation on Atlantic 
steamships Mis Hitherto been unsuit- 
able to the carriage of our fruits, 
evem such hard fruits as apples being 
ruined in transit and arriving in the 
tritish murket in un unsaleable con- 
dition, although in perfectly sound 
edndition when packed and shipped.” 
And that—“The lack of ventilation 
and the grent heat in the holds of Lhe 
vessels, nodded to the heat arising 
from the fruit itself, contributes to 
this evil, which has resulted in im- 
mense loss to oor fruit growers in 
avery province in the Dominion.” 

As litely as May 6th, 1900, the Mim- 
ister of Agriculture made this state- 
memt in the louse of Commons; 

“The system established in the 
steamships which have been sailing 
between Canada and Great Britain, 
for the last three years or more, is 
as good as any cold storage equiy- 
ment in the world.” 

This astonishing statement was 
made in the face of direct evidence to 
ths contrary then in his possession 
—evidence contained’ in the state- 
ments and reports of the officials of 
h's own department; in the face, too, 
of statements mnde by the Fruct 


Gnoowers' Association and numbers of: 


mdapendent and intelligent farmers. 
Thit no injustice is here done to the 
Government or thb Minister the fol- 
will ahiow : In the course of the state- 
ment made to thi Committee on Azg- 
riculture, Prof. Robertson made thr 
following calculation regarding bh 
shipment of apples made from Ontario 
and Quebee; 2,795 barrels sold as 
slicks ; 2,446 barrels sold as slightly 
wet ; 1,997 barrels sold as wet; 1,252 
barrels sold as wet and slack. 

The loss on the slacks, as compar- 
ed with apples landed in good condi- 
tion, averaged two shillings and 
seven pence per barrel. The loss on 
the slightly wet averaged three shil- 
lings and eight pence. The loss on 
the wets averaged seven shillings and 
three pence. The loss on the wets 
and slacks averaged nine shillings 
eleven pence, The welts and slacks 
did not even pay the cost of Nreight. 
Thus, out of one shipment cf 14,416 
barrels, not less than 8,488 or fully 
58 per cent. were more or less Gestroy- 
ed by the Minister’s “perfect sys- 
tem,” entailing a total loss of $10,- 
059,58. The results on this and other 
shipments were so discouraging that 
the development of an export trade 
in fruit has bean completely checked. 

Mr, A. W. Grindley, special agent of 
tho Department of Agriculture in 
Great Britain, on the same day upon 
which Prof. Robertson made the fore- 
going statement, told the committee 
that “the California Newton Pippin 
was retailed on the London market at 
one dollar per dozen.’ This was fur 
the Christmas fruit trade, In ans- 
wer to a question Mr, Grindley stat- 
ed that “lots of apples came from 
Tasmania,” F 

In the course of his statement to 
the coramittee, Mr, Grindley told of 
having seen apples which had been 
brought to England by the Canadian 
cold storag® system which within 
twenty-four hours had settled down 
six inches in the barrel and among 
which in a week “it would have been 
impossible to find «a single sound 
ipple,” 

Lot it be remembered that the fruits 
of California and Tasmania are for- 
warded under far more disadvantag- 
conditions as distance and 
climate than ‘the Canadian fruits 
have to contend with. The grent 
bulk of the Tasmanian fruit is shipped 
by steamers first to Mel- 
bourne and then transferred to ships

ative and establish p complete sys- 
tem undec Government control and 
supervision. 

No system of National celd storage 
and transportation can be commeér- 
cially successful which does not pro- 
vide for the establishing at suitable 
and convenient places of depots pfo- 
perly equipped with modern refriger- 
ation appliances, and larger depots or 
Walfeholses, similarly equipped, at 
centres of population and at sea pcitts 
where perishable products can be stor- 
“t until sold on the home market or 
shipped abroad, It must also provide 
for the positively safe trans-shipments 
of produce from the small depois, 
where it is first collected, to the 
langer depots and warehouses for safe 
loading upon perfectly equipped ves- 
sels; for speedy carriage to the mar- 
kats to which it is destined; for the 
maintenance of proper conditians as to 
temperature and ventilation upon the 
vessels; and handling of the produce 
when received abroad; and for mar- 
keting it in such ways and at suth 
times as will ensure the greatest re- 
turns to the owners, To bs truly 
national the system inust embrace en- 
couragement of the export off perish- 
able products from our Pacific cost 
to Asiatic countries and Australasia 
und from the Maritime province to 
the West Indies and to Central and 
South America, It should also as- 
sist our fishermen by enabling them 
to reach more distant markets and 
by facilitating tne preservation ‘ot 
fish ond bait. 

In 1898 Great Britain imported poul- 
try to the value of more than three 
millions of doliars. Of this Canada 
Gnoly supplied a very smail part. [is 
no exaggeration to say that because 
of their inability to market their 
poultry to the best advantage and to 
place their surplus upon the British 
markets at the rigbt lime and in 
the proper condition, Canadian farm- 
ers and poultry raisers do not realize 
mone than one-half of the prices they 
ought to command. In the absence 
of a cdld storage system farmers, 
except some of them living near great 
cities, must wait till cold weather 
before killing their poultry. With 
a system such as the Liberal-Comser- 
valive party proposes to establish, 
they could kill at any time, regard- 
less of the Weather, deposit their 
dressed poultry in receiving stations 
knowing that in the hottest weather 
it would be as safe us in imidwinter, 
and then, when the market is favor- 
able, sell to losal buyers or ship to 
Great Britain, With an efficient sys- 
tem of cold storage und fast Atlantic 
transportation Canadian butter, egies, 
cheese, poultry, meat fruits and vege- 
tables will all reach the British mar- 
ket in good conditiqa and consequent- 
ly command much better prices than 
they have in lhe past. 

The cold storage policy of the Lib- 
eltal-Conservative party is National, 
Its beneficial effects will be felt in 
every province. Not only will it 
benefit the furmers of the Dominion, 
but it will stimulate all branches of 
trade, 
stile and retail 
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If establishing a National system 
na injury will be done to private en- 
tenprise. The cold storage ware- 
houses already built can be utilized, 
and, when necessary, improved. The 
gwners will be only too glad to enter 
into arrangements whereby the vol- 
ume of theic business will be increased 
and a fair interest secured on the 
cupital invested. 

The policy of National cald  stor- 
age is to be regarded as an 4mport- 
ont and necessary parc of the general 
trade and industrial policy of the 
Liberal-Conservative party. ‘This gen- 
eral policy includes; 

(a) ‘The policy of tariff protection 
to Canndian manufacturers and pro- 
ducers of all kinds, sufficient to secure 
them against unfair competition in 
their natural and rightful home mar- 
ket, thus ensuring diversified employ- 
living wages for Canadjan 
labor and profitable employment fos 
Canadian capital, 

(b) A fast Atlantic service of 
steamships equipped not only to guar- 
antee the safety and comfort of puss- 
engerm, but the rapid placing of the 
mote perishable products of the 
Dominioa upon the markets af Great 
Britain. 

(oc) The National system of cold 
slorige and transportation already set 
forth, which will not only secure to 
que agriculturists the steadiest and 
best prices for their produce and re- 
duce the loss through wuste to a 
minimum, bat will go far towards 
demojastrating to the people of the 
Motherland that the great confeder- 
acy of nations over which the British 
flag floats, is easily capable of be- 
coming independent of the rest of the 
world for its foo supply. ; 

(d) Mutual Imperial Preferential 
Trade, not a one-sided arrangement 
destined to failure because of its in- 
herent unfairness, but an arrange- 
ment by which the products of the 
Dominion will be given preferential 
tariff treatment throughout the Em- 
pire im return for like preferential 
treatment given to us by the people 
of Great Britain and by our fellow 
colonists. The advantages which 
the people of Canada would derive 
from such an Imperial Trade Policy 
are self evident. To the farmers of 
the older provinses a small duty levied 
by England on foreign agricultural 
produce would mean very greatly in- 
creased demand for their products in 
the best markets in the world, It 
would mean to the people of our 
Northwest Territories—the great gra- 
nary of the continent—such an almost 
incalculable advantage that our wild 
lands would be speedily populated by 
progressive farmers, those in turn 
providing manufacturers and mer- 
chants with an increased home mar- 
ket, and so stimulating every branch 
of industry in the Dominion,
